AM meeting Alfred Toepfer 
without knowing of his remarkable 
and multifarious achievements in life 
could ' take him for a small farmer or a 
forester, or at any rate a man who is 
often outdoors and has close cornec- 
tions with nature. This would. not be 
completely wrong. Yet he certainly 
would not think that..this was an -in- 
dustrlalist+ of the first water, whose 
group of companies has an annual tur- 
nover of ten. billion deutschemarks. He 
would also find it difficult to believe 
that this man is well acquainted with 
some of the leading minds of our age. If 
one were to describe his character in 
one word one would unhesitatingly 
çhoose the, word sim piicity. 

This simple man, who dislikes all 
forms of grandiloquence, began at the 
age of 25 to build a trade empire whose 
importance worldwide is now undis- 
puted. Yet his philosophy is not that of 
the late capitalist but rather that of a 
late romantic whose intellectual inspira 
tion is to be sought in the German 
youth movement. 


At the age of 37, Toepfer founded the 
F.V.S, Foundation. It amuses him that 
people still puzzle about whether these 
initials stand for Friedrich von Schiller 
or Freiherr von Stein — a question to 
which not ever the Brockhaus Encyclo- 
pedia can give a definitive answer. Then 
walking, the protection of nature and 
the cultivation of: monunıents Were 
among its main aims — and still are, 

‘Now his European Culture Prizes are 
best known to the general public — the 
Shakespeare prize, the Montaigne prize 
and now the Alexander-Petrovitsch-Kar- 
pinski prize for tlhe Russian cultural 
sphere. 

Then there is the Goethe Prize for [n- 
temational Attitudes and Humanistic Ef- 
forts arid finally the Europa Prize, worth 
as much as the Nobel Prize, which is for 
statesmanship. This year it was awarded 
to Helmut Schmidt and French Prime 
Minister Raymond Barre jointiy. 

The F.V.S Foundation regularly awards 
about 20 prizes, for which about DM5m 
per annum are available. 

Alfred Toepfer does not limit his ac- 
tivities to giving impulses and money. 
He himself takes an active part ir the 
intellectual . interchange which results 
fram these additives. 

. Thus, he disproves . by thought and 


eign Workers and former SPD Prime 
Minister of North Rhine-Westphalia, is 
still in office, There were plenty of pro- 
tests when he was appointed but he 
himself now gives the impression that 
he is not very happy.

these problems as dealt with once a 
commissioner has been appointed. lt ig 
easy to achieve unanimity — just ap- 
point a new commissioner! 


These who wish may reflect sadly on 
the weakness of the political system in 
this connection. None of the commi- 
ssioners has a task which is not within 
the competence of parliament or the 
ministries, But obviously no one believes 
that those directly competent are 
capable of dealing with the problems — 
and some of them themselves probably 
do not believe this either, 


Only the civil servants are free of 
such doubts. They regard the commi- 
ssioners as the products of mistrust and 
as an extreme nuisance, which is much 
WOISE. 

And then the budget committee is 
only to glad to make commissioners 
tealise that theirs is an unprofilable task. 

To avoid misunderstanding there are 
among the commissioners extremely 
coınpetent people, committed, knowled- 
geable and independent in their judge- 
ments. What is worrying is the prolifera 
tion of such appointments, an inflation 
of such appointınents, an inflation 
which devalues. 

If a commissioner is to be appointed 
for every weak spot in this society then 
there is no end of possible appoint- 
ments in sight. It is not far then to a 
commissioner for alcoholics or cyclists, 
for the beauty of house facades and the 
preservation of the maybug. 

Then we will have the crowning point 
of the whole operation — a neccessily in 
the eyes of those who know how hard a 
time commissioners have: a commıissio- 
ner for commissioners. Then at least we 
will be able to say.,that the system is

The Commissioner for Protection 
against the Abuse of Computerised Data 
has beer in office for a year and a half 
and we could now no longer do without 
hinî, He knows of the immense poten- 
tial for abuse in modern computerised 
information systems. However, the 
commissioner suffers somewhat from 
the Interior Ministers ambition to be 
the best protector against data abuse 
himself — which is far from being the 
rule in his Ministry. The Minister will 
take care of the explosive cases himself 
— not surprising, seeing as he has better 
access to the files. 


Students of the political scene re. 
member that there was once an Envi- 
ronment Commissioner, televjsion per- 
sonality Professor Grzimek, who resign- 
ed after three years in office. He did 
what one expects from a commissloner, 
sounded the alarm at the top of his 
voice.

The total amount of information is 
technically at least polenlially unlimited 
except by the storage capacity of the 
computer, which in Berlin iş 140,000 
pages and in Darmstadt only 4,000. 

However, technology sets limits from 
another angle, Only those who have a 
inodern colour television set with a 
decoder built in, or a set in which a de-

Those tasking part in the experiments 
will not have to pay these costs, The 
2,000 private subscribers, a representative 
cross section of households jn this 
country, and the 1,000 commercial test 
Partners in Diisscllorf and Berlin will 
be suppliod free of chargo. Information 
will also be free, 

Later, when the experiments are com. 
ploted, the resulls have been scientifically 
evaluated and the system has possibly 
beon introduced nationwide a fee will 
Ue charged for calting a teletext which 
will be the same as the fee for a tele- 
plone call: 23 pfennigs per time unit, 
wiioh by then will be eight minutes, 
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T he teletext system will be introduc- 

ed experimentally from 2 January 
1980. Three thousand television ownérs 
and telephone subscribers in Berlin and 
Diûisseldorf will have a foretaste of the 
communications system of the future, 

The system, based on a British 
model, was devefoped further by the 
Bundespost and first unveiled at the 
1977 Berlin radlo show, The purpose of 
‘the Berlin and Dûsseldorf experiments, 
which wil! last one year, is to find out if 
the system appeals to a wider public. 

Teletext is a combination of tele- 
phone and television, an ideal combina- 
tion, as 95 per cent of households have 
a television sel and by 1985 ninety per 
cent will have a telephone tao. 

Subscribers first dial Teletext Centre. 
The title page of the teletext package is 
then transmitted via telephone on to 
thelr teloviston screen, It Is a light green 
telephone with the caption teletoxt and 
the request to dial your own nuntber 
and an agreed code word, both by the 
remote control dial of the television set, 


The teletext centte then checks these 
dala, [inds out if the viewer is entitled 
to use the system and ııses the dala to 
calculate feces laler, 

Once the viewer has dialled hiş Nunt- 
ber and the code word, the contents of 
ıe teletext appear on his TY screen: 
information under headings ` numbered 
from | to %9, from news, leisure, sport, 
radio and lelevision to consumer market 
and annountements., 

Using this table of contents the vie- 
wer len has to go through a time-con- 
suming process of searching before he 
gets the information he is looking for. 

An example: let us assume the viewer 

las pressed programıne number | and 
found out wiıat the programme offers 
under this number. 
, He chooses tho lome magazine sec. 
tion, which is then subdivided on the 
screen into sport, entertainment out, ho- 
lidays, trave! and trans port. 


, The viewer wants to go out for the even- 
ing aiid so he presses the appropriate 
number, Then follows another series of 
questions: In what town: Berlin, Düssel.- 
dorf, or where? 

If he chooses Berlin, the next set of 
questions immediately appears: Do you 
want to go to the theatre, the cinema or 
a concert, do you want to visit the 
sights, enjoy the night life or 8O out for 
a meal? : 

Frustrated, the viewer now presses the 
gastronomy number, hoping he will now 
at last get the information he is looking 
for.

Professor Righelimer strongly fec- 
ommended doctors to do so in case they 
were later sued for damages, Professor 
Kemper felt putting pen to paper, whe- 
ther as an insurance waiver or not, was 
more effective than a thousand well- 
meant words of warning.

Tranqulllisers gars taken to relleve 
the assumed stress of day-to-day 'living, 
then pep pills to counteract chronic ti- 
redness. 

Their ingredients may not all be psy- 
chopharmaca, but they certainly affect 
the psyche. They interfere in the central 
nervous system and impede responses 
that are vital for motorists, 

Perception and speed of teaction are 
affected, which is why Munich psychia- 
trist Professor Hanns Hippius felt able 
to state categorically that: 

“Every intake of psychically effective 
substances must be. regarded as a poten- 
tial traffic risk factor in every individual 
without exception.” [ 

But what is really dangerous, he 
added, was not carefully dosed, medically 
supervised, long-term drug treatment for 
endogenous .,psychoses or complaints 
like epilepsy.. !

An alarmingly large number of road- 
lsers not only drink and drive but also 
take medicine at the same time, Foren. 
sie scientist Professor Möller sald one 
blood sample in five contained traces of 
drugs. 

A survey Professor Arnold quoted inn 
dicates how irresponsibly motorists take 
to the wheel after taking medicine. Fifty 
per cent of those asked admitted to 
taking pills without having first consult 
ed their doctor. 

Half again drove on regardless. Yet 
nine out of ten are fully aware of the 
possible effect of drug intake in general 
and on road safety in particular. 


Fourteen to twenty per cent ignore 
their doctors advice or go against their 
own feeling .that they are not at their 
Dest because of the medicine they have 
taken, They carry on driving nonetheless.

We may note critically today that de- 
spite honest efforts to recall to the best 
of one's knowledge what happened 4 
certain amount of exaggeration may 
have crept in.

. During the. Grand .Coalition under 
Kiesinger the National. Archive. wag in- 
structed to “summarise and .evaluate the 
material at. its disposal and from: other 
sûurces abotuıt crimes and aots of inhuma- 
nity committed against Germans during 
the expulsion ‘from East Europe,” 

'` Even 'theh, Moser’ points out, the ar- 


chive was told that this study oud be 
only for internal use. 


‘The ‘National Archive ‘worked with 


şcientific meticulousnezs. Every prase of 
maltreatment Îeading to death was fol- 
lowed up, çheçked and crosş-checked 
with overlapping reports by other wit- 
nesses. : 


Professor Booms. prézldétit of the Na- 
tional ‘Archive, says that the figure of 
50,000 who were the victims of crimes 
is a cast-iron certainty, Booms puts all 
the weight of ..his..archive behind the 
figure of a total of 600,000 dead as a re- 
sult of crimes connected with expulsion. 
This figure iş based on statistical materi- 
al,.the investigations of the Search Ser- 
vices and projections: based on ques- 
tionnaires, .

figures. Report author Moser says that 
there are only ter çopieş of thiş report 
bound in green files. These reports cen, 
within the limitş of the archive’şs regula- 
اا‎ be consulted but they ,cantiot be 
ent, 


. The basic materlal consişts of over 


40,000 documents and letters, .mostiy 
reports from refugees who in the years 
up to about 1950 wrote down what they 
had undergone or dictated It to others. 


Compared with the 16 million who 
had to ieave their homeland, this figure 
seems small. Yet when one thinks of 
the effort of will, the struggle and the 
distance to the events required to de- 
scribe such cruelty in sober terms, this 
is an impressive figure, 


“One cannot write it down but one 
cannot forget it either” For hundreds of 
thousands this sentence may still be 
true, even if a taboo has been broken. 


Many an owner of this work may have 
forgotten it until Report jogged his 
memory. 


It is interesting to reflect On why thiş 
work was almost forgotten by the gener- 
al public. The explanation that everyone, 
whether directly affected or nat, had en- 
ough problems as it was, is not as pri- 
miliyve as it sounds. 


More. important iş the fact that there 
was nothing sensational about this work. 
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he political news programme Re- 

port.may have broken. a taboo with 
its recent programme on the: fata of 
hundreds of thousands of Germans driven 
from thelr homes at the end of م‎ §s- 
cond World War, 


Whether the longstaniding e has 
been finally. brokeh remains fo bs seen 
but at ledst it broke the silence about 
this problerh, whith hşš worrled many 
concerned to understand reçeht Gerhian 
history arid was torturing, not tq say de- 
famatory, for those Involved in these 
events a generation agû. 


There were hundreds of lettore and 
thousands telephona call in rec 
sponée to the programine. This ls im- 
pressivé but — in view of the reaction to 
Holocaust ¬ hardly surprising. The pro» 
gramme presenter made a specific tefef- 
once to the Anıerican TV programme In 
Report. 


However, no statistleg can possibly 
express how the reports written at the 
time and the documentary pictures 
gde people rellve thelr experiences and 
suffering ahd helped them to talk about 
them at last, 


Thirty years after the event this can 
no longer be a release from memories 
that constantly reour in nightmares, The 
descriptive value of such a programme is 
the subjective report becomeş credib- 

fe to this generation and the next, who 
ا‎ cannot imagine what happened at 

etimêe. 


Asked why he chose to take up this 
gubject now, reporter Wolfgang Moser 
referred again to Holocaust. Then, al- 
most every other lelter and phone call 
to the Saulth West TY contalned the 
question: whet about the crimes 
committed against Germans during the 
rs of the Third Reich and thereaf- 


One has mixed feelings when hearing 
these flgures: da they not reveal the at- 
tempt to cover up German crimes by 
rofetring to the crimes of others? 


Report gave a clear answer to this: 
“Without these crimes, what followed, 
namely crimes against the Germans, 
would never have happened.” And İater; 
“To avoid misunderstanding we arê not 
attempting lo compare crimes or welgh 
them up against one another. Only I be- 
lieve thet whoever talks about crimes 
against Germans without desctibing 
what preceded them iş distorting history, 
And the same applies to those who pass 
over these crimes in sence.” 


The Emnld markst research institute, 
Bielefeld, was commissiohed by South 
West German TV to find out what people 
thought of this problem. Question 11 was: 

lt is.sald that tha. Poles, Ruşslans and 
Czechs committod crimes against Germans 
beoause they.simply killed many ofthem. 
Is this assertion correct ln your apinion?î *” 

Those qsked could have answered that 
lhe assertion was: not çorrect .or that 
they did .not .knaw exactly. 48 oul of a 
hundred said the . asseijon ..was true, 
whereas.oniy 7 per cent şald it was nat 
tme.

Finally, dealing with the question of 
whether there are physically describable 
prediction mechanisms in biology, Gla- 
ser said: “[] do not thînk so, because 
what happens next is a miracle,”

This principle of tle ii ak 
between cause and effect is most clearly 
formulated in the demand that, given 
‘the present state of the' world and know- 
ledge of all natural laws, we should be 
able to determine the past and the 
future of the universe. 


In his lecture, Wigner said that this 
statement was mathematically correct yet 
from a mathematical point of view it 
was just as nonsensical as saying “that if 
two and two are five then seven times 
seven must be twenty-five.” 


The reason for this is that the world 
is more closely bound together than has 
hitherto been assumed. Or put another 
way, the isolated system in which pre- 
dictions on the causality principle could 
be made, is not tè be found in the uni 
verse, 


Wigner, who was born in Budapest, il- 
lustrated this' by the constant inifluêénce 
on microscopic conditions by macrosco- 
pic systems, anid vice versa, Ovêr long 
periods' of time, whether by ` ‘quantums 
of light to be found everywhere; by ‘te- 
licted radiation or by gravity. :

Cortisone has anı effect on ihe 
muscles which is anything but perfor- 
mance-boosting. One of its classical 
side-effects is myopathy, which means 
that the muscles tire more easily, 


Another serious side-effect 1s that . 
when taken over .long periods cortisone 
decalcifieg the bones and thla can lead 
to spinal collapse. This is a familiar 
phenomenon from the cortisone treat 
ment of cancer patients, 


Experts agree that something has to 
be done to stop the abuse of cortisone 
drugs and ACTH in sport. The dangers 
are greater than with anabolic steroids, the 
“muscle pills.” 


However, getting this problem under 
control is another matter altogether. La- 
boratory controls are of little help here, 


One possible method, suggested by 
endocrinologists, would be to stop using 
cortisone for normal therapeutic pur- 
posvs ard wilhdraw it from the market. 
It would thus le more difficult to get 
hold.of than it is today,

He threatens, drives away, hits or kicks 
the others, taking away or destroying 
their toys.

In addition to these general symptoms 
a variety of low-ranking roles can also 
be listed. There is the imitator, the 
friendly child, the insecure child seeking

Imitating, says Barbara Hold, must not 
in this context be confused’ with aping 
others, The imitator seriously imitates a 
manner of speech, an activity or a game 
and wil! be agreeable to suggestions. 

The children imitated are almost in- 
.Yariably higher rankers, a sign that Iow 
rankers prefer to pay attention to, the 
higher ranks. | e

Take, for instance, the allocation of 
rank, In each group there was a relative 
1y .small numberof ‘high rankers and a 
ihajority of medium and low rankers.... 
“În other words, few children com- 
manded much attention,’ whereas .many 
commanded little, . 

How do high-ranking children differ 
in behaviour from the lesser breed? Dr 
Hold demonstrated that the only differ- 
ence is the frequency with which certain 
behaviour patterns occur, 

Individual behaviour patterns caf, 
morêtover, be classified as high-ranking 
or low-ranking İn accordance with quan- 
titative (not qualitative) features. 

They are high-ranking when they are 
more common among high-ranking 
children and low-tanking when preferrçd 
by low rankers. : ا‎ 

Surprisingly enough, the highest ran- ` 
kers are by no means the most Aggres- 
sive, The top notch is almost exclusively 
occupied by children who frequently 
feature as organisers or initiators 

Let us call them the managers. They 
are active and imaginative and well able 
to put their ideas into practicé by sug- 
gesting, then organising, games in which 
they allot others their roles, IS 

Behaviour. patterns typical of, the 
manager type gre demands, bans, . per- 
mission or instruction. They are „Shown 
many things, giyen presents and often 
asked for advice, 2 

Even when they start playing, painting 
or pursuing some other hobby by: them- 
,selves others frequently imitate them. 1 
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LE to themselves children are any- 
Jd thing but equal, As early as at kin- 
dergarten social hierarchies are .formed, 
with children ranging . in status from 
managers to outsiders, from organisers 
to wallflowers, i : 
Barbara Hold of the Max Planck Etho- 
logy Institute in Seewiesen, Bavaria, has 
investigated ways in which a child's rank 
is manifested in its behaviour, 
` She’observed playgroups at five differ 
ent kirds of kindergarten, three in Ger. 
many ard two in Japan. The same be- 
haviour patterns according tû rank were 
everywhere apparent, 

To work out the games children play, 
the exact hierarchy in each group had to 
be ascertained. This entailed a methodic 
cal problem, Dr Hold explains, 

Hierarchies can be established along 
various lincs. Aggressive tmils can be 
taken as the yardstick, for instance, with 
u pecking order being inferred from the 
frequency and direction of aggressive 
behaviour. 

But a chitd's popularily can also be 
taken as the criterion, as can its ability 
to imposo its own will on others, 

Each of these criteria establishes a dif- 
ferent ilerarchy,. In one group the most 
aggressive child can hold pride of place, 
in another the most popular, 

So Dr Hold's aim was to ascertain a 
criterion of rank that was as appropriate 
as possible to children while at the same 
lime being as universally valid aş poss- 
ible. lt had to be applicable to each 
grOUp regardless of the style of 
leadership preferred by its highest ran- 
ker, and aitention seemed the best bet, 

By this token the high rankers are the 
chitdren who command most attention 

and are frequently at the centre of inter 
est. The low rankers are chlldren to 
whort the others seldom pay much 
attention, 

The attention yardstick thug reflects 
the esteem in which one child iş held 
by the others, 

So Dr Hold established group hie- 
rarchies by awarding a point to each 
child that was looked at simultaneously 
by at least three of ils playmates, 

After an observation period of three 
weeks thé league tables clearly indicated 
the group hierarchy. The leaders were 
those who had often been in the lime.
